THE REV. C. VOYSEY AND THE JEWS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 

Sir,— You do me no more than justice in acknowledging that T repu- 
diated the insinuation of desiring to “convert” the Jews to my religious 
opinions. The real harmony between those opinions and .Jndaism you do 
not perhaps sufficiently recognize. I write, however, to ask you, as a 
matter of courtesy if not of right, to abstain from the nse of the term 
“ Voyseyism.” It is doubly offensive to me and to those who sive me their 
support—first, because it expresses an untruth; secondly, becanse the term, 
if it became common, would frustrate one of onr chief aims. 

To justify the term “ Voyseyism” two things are necessary: (1) That 
I should be the first promulgator and the foremost exponent of opinions 
which have originated with myself—which is the very opposite of the facts. 
(2) That I and those who think with me are aiming at the establishment 
of a new sect—the very thing we most dread and desire to prevent. 

The views which it is my privilege to advocate have been far more 
worthily proclaimed by Theodore Parker, Francis W. Newman ond Miss 
Frances Power Cobbe. The religious beliefs and feelings which it is our 
aim to spread and cultivate are identical with those of the noblest of your 
own prophets and psalmists. ‘To call them “ Voyseyism” is to degrade 
your own Scriptures, and indirectly therefore to bring contempt on your 
most priceless treasures. The faith and principles we hold are far too 
widely sown to be truthfully fathered on even the most illustrions name, 
much less on mine. : 

In the next place we have started with a matual pledge »o/ to create 
a new sect, but to leaven the old ones. We are far too well versed in the 
history of churches and sectarianism not to beware of the rocks-which have 
wrecked many another noble cause. 

_ What we value is individual independence of thought, withont which 
the most exact and verbal agreement is simply worthless, 

My congregationand supporters are no more tied and bonnd by what 
I may believe and say than I am bound by any opinions and beliefs of 
theirs. To call any one of my adherents a “ Voyseyite” is therefore a 
blunder as well asan insult, We are sick of sects and petty corporations 
and narrow exclusive circles. It is enough for us that every church and 
sect is yielding-more or less with what grace it can summon to the powerfal 
influences which we, in common with many of your own people, keep in 
healthy activity. 

I am quite sure that your friendliness, springing as it does out of a 
confidence which I hope 1s well deserved, would not permit you to use 
intentionally any offensive term ; and therefore I may rely on your uniform 
justice and generosity to give place to this remonstrance, and to avoid 
using an appellation which must convey a false impression. he 

If one good turn deserves another, let me remind you that in 1861 or 
thereabouts I wrote to the Daily Teleyraph, entreating the public to abstain 


frum using the phrase “ Jewish persuasion” in speaking of the Jewish 
religion. The term had no doubt originated in a feeling of contempt, and 


at the same time, when closely examined, it was deeply false, and to that 
degree insulting. 

A Jew is a Jew not by reason of his religion, but by descent from an 
ancestry which dwarfs that of the proudest aristocracy in Christendom, 
And his religion is what it is because he is a Jew ; any other religion being 
impossible to him, so long as he remains of a sound mind and simply keeps 
his honesty intact. ‘Io call such a religion a mere “ persuasion” seemed 
to me a gross insult to the race, and Christian though 1 was then, I blushed 
for ny fellow-Christians, and rebuked them for their bigotry. 

For the sake of the noblest names in Jewish History, tnen, I plead— 


let not their glorious faith and hope be desecrated by the name of “ Voy-_ 


seyism,”—I am, Sir, your obedient servant,

. ECHOES OF THE SYNAGOGUES, 


A mere statement of the fact that all the synagogues were well 
attended during the recent festival, that the sermons were admirable, the 
decorum remarkable, and the intonation of the precentors signally musical, 
can scarcely be attractive to our readers. Hence we have abandoned the 
practice of furnishing our readers with details of this character. We 
helieve it to be rather within our province to chronicle only those 
incidents connected with the services which are likely to be of special 
interest. The fact that namerous worshippers attended our syna- 
gegnes at this particular festival is not specially gratifying, for we 
think that on every festival and on erery Sabbath througbout the 
year the attendance shonld be equally numerous. The supposition 
that any special sanctity resides in synagrgne a'tendance at this 
season, if such attendance be disregarded at other seasons, is a super- 
stition which we will not countenance, Not only are the children of 
Israel bonnd to assemble in their congregations three times a year at 
the appointed festivals, but every Sabbath is a silent Shofar-sound to bid 
them join in solemn assembly for prayer and praise. Nay, even. the 
special supplications for pardon which are set apart fot this season 
of the year have only a sacred valne if they be the outcome of hearts 
attuned to sympathy with the year’s services and rendered penitent by the 
influences of a year’s efforts to do. well. The metropolis so often receives 
precedence in our columns that one might almost forget that London, 
though the metropolis of our native conntry, is not a metropolis of our race. 
We therefore ventare first to mention the provincial synegognes which 
lave equal claim to consideration; and certain'y this claim is equalized in 
many cases in so far as regards devotion, proportional numerical attendance, 
and pulpit eloquence. For instance, in Birmingham the Rev, G. J. Emanue’, 
M.A., preached one of his most impressive sermons. So eloquent 
was it that an influential local jonrnal reproduced it almost 7 extenso. 
We regret we have not space for it in our colamns. He took hs text 
from the third chapter of Jeremiah, verses 12 and 15. He rebuked 
-omewhat too severely the shortcomings of his flock, but he proved. 
from his text that the mercy ef the Maker was stronger far than the trans- 
cressions of His creatures. If during the ‘estival—said the preacher with 
an impassioned utterance—the past were trutnfully examined and the- 
present sanctified by repentant confession; and if the future be consecrated 
by the glad submission of grateful children to their wise and loving Father 
in heaven; then, when the great and final day of judgment shall come, it 
shall bring with it no fear, no terror, It shall bea day of triamph and 
joy. From the heavenly throne ye shall hear the blissful words: There 
have been My faithful servants. These have been My obedient children. 
They shall be My ministering angels for ever and ever, “ Almighty God !” 
said the preacher, “‘ what words can express the debt of gratitude we owe 
Thee! Thon art Creator of this wondrous universe, yet Thon dost deign 
to regard us with inlinite love and. tenderness. How boundlessly 
obedient we should be to Thee! With what delight should we perform 
Thy behests. We are weak, and are easily tempted. We are heed- 
less, and drift into sin. O our God! our Father! make us worthy of 
Thy tender love! Fill: us with a burning desire to be reconciled to Thee. 
Inspire us with the resolve to be henceforth obedient to Thy commands, 
and faithful to Thy precepts. be this year followed by many, many years, 
each happier, each better spent, each more and more devoted to preparation 
for that future life which is not to be counted by years, but pas-ed in the 
blissful contemplation of Thy. glory for ever and ever !” 


In the Great Synagogue of Manchester more than a thousand worship- 
pers bent in supplication before the God of Jacob, The minister, Professor 


Isaacs, who seems to gain renewed vigour with advancing years, preached | 


on both days of the festival. On the tirst day his text was from the Haph- 
torah (1 Samuel) and on the second day when the congregation was 
even more numerous, he preached from Genesis, ch. xxii. v. 14. We are 
by no means certain, however, that it is necessary to add to the prolonged 
service and unavoidable fast of Rosh Hashana morning, by sermons. Con- 
gregants who live at a considerable distance from synagogues have no 
opportunity of availing themselves of any interval in the service fer recruit. 
ing exhausted nature after the sounding of the Shophar—and the notion of 
a fast on a Holyday is contrary to the spirit of our institutions. 

The magnificent new synagogue of Liverpool, was of course, well 
attended. The Rev. Morris Joseph preached a sermon worthy of the repn- 
tation acquired by his London experiences and his inaugural address. His 
text was I Kings ch. \iii., v. 58. He expatiated on the value of Prayer, 
a duty especially belonging to this solemn season: he impressively urged 
the importance of Prayer, man’s greatest treasure, of which so-called 
rationalism could never rob him. ‘ If prayer were unanswered God knew 
what was best for us.” He concluded his sermon with a prayer which evi- 
_ dently came from his heart—a prayer that‘his congregation might be blessed 
and that none might be missing when the next New Year came round—and _ 
that then “each might be one step farther on the journey to Heaven.” 

In the metropolitan synagogues the services were, as usual, well con- 
ducted and largely attended ; though the new, and in our opinion absurd, 
practice pursued by certain fashionable families of absenting themselves 
irom London just when they ought to be present there, thinned the ordinary 
congregations in the West-end Synagogues. Some few years ago the prac- 
tice of our ancestors—to basten to their synagogues on the great Festivals— 
was scrupulously — It was a humble imitation of the gathering to 
the metropolis of the Holy Land. Now-a-days, it is considered “ the 
thing ”—even by wardens, the men honoured by the confidence of congre- 
gations and entrusted with their management—to luxuriate in rural retire- 
ment when religious and public dut-es call them to the haunts of men. 
Thus the Central Synagogue was scarcely so well attended as usual; and | 
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the absence from town of many fashioncble worshippers.

this is to be regretted, for the choir of the synagogue is now a musical 
delight. The improvement is remarkable. We ventcred to declaim some 
time ago against the shortcomings of the choir of this synagogue and of 
that of the New Synagogue, notwithstanding the anger which our animadver- 
sions aroused. Hence our appreciation of the really admirable perform- 
ance of these choirs will be received with the attention they deserve. The 
old tunes were sung at the Central Synagogue with exquisite harmony and 
melody. There were in the choir beautiful voices, accurate precision, and 
solemn rendering. Among the new tunes were first a charming melody by 
the choir master, Mr. Oppenheimer, for the Sabbath Psalm (Ps. xc.)—a 
gem; and an effec:ive part-choral song, also written by him, for the 
oy minor of a “picturesque” character, extremely touching and 
well performed. But the masterpiece of the choir is the chanting of the 
Kednshah. Let Duke’s Place look to its laurels. The New Synagogue 
and the Central Synagogue are treading on its heels.

At Bayswater Synagogue the preacher, always eloquent, was wise 
enongh to adopt the excellent advice once given to preachers, lecturers and 
public speakers—to speak for so shcrt a time as to lead to a desire on the part 
of his anditers to hear more. The Rev. Dr. H. Adler gave an excellent 
sermon, but yet the service was concluded on the first day at a quarter 
before twelve and on the second day at abont half-past eleven. The 
prolongation of the service in the Central Synagogne till nearly one is 
un<atisfactory and the arrangements of the Bayswater Synagogue 
might be adopted with advantage in this respect. There was no 
undue haste in reading the service at Bayswater. Both ministers read 
clearly and impressively, A new melody was introduced for ONY ora, 
by the Choir Master, Mr. Louis Emannel. Dr, Uermann Adler 
preached from the Gth chapter 16th verse of Jeremiah, His theme 
was the antagonism of materialistic doctrines to the ellicacy of prayer. 
He contrasted materialism with the great principles of our religion enun- 
ciated in the Musaph Service. The preacher begged his hearers to adhere 
tu the ol/ religion in the new year. A very ungallant piece of intelligence 
reaches us from our reporter. He states that nearly two hundred ladies 
had to be sent away, as there was no accommodation for them in the 
gallery. Ob! gentlemen of Bayswater! Is this your chivalry? Pray 
settle your absurd disputes as to whether your present synagogue should 
be enlarged or rebuilt; or whether one, two or three or more additional 
synagogues should be erected; bunt in any case pray provide needfal 
accommodation for would-be worshippers—especially when these are ladies. 


The Berkeley Street Synagogue was well attended, notwithstanding 
The musical 
porti-n of the service was marked by some chaunts which we believe were 
new for the occasion, but we do vot think that the old and characteristic 
melodies which lend a charm and freshness to our public worship are 
incorporated among the changes that have been made in the music of that 
synagogne. ‘The Rev. lrofessor Marks preached on the words, ‘“ My 
destiny is in thy hand.” Psalm xxxi. vy. 15. The new music of the 92nd 
and 93rd Psalms was composed for the occasion by the organist DOr. 
Verrinder ; being of an elaborate character the powers of the choir were put 
to the test and well they acqnit'ed themselves, doing greater credit than 
usnal to their instructor and his compositions which contain much that is 
melodious as well as skilful in construction, . 


‘The New Synagogue choir was admirable, The usual choral melodies 
were sung splendidly.. We greatly regret one innovation both in this 
synagogue and the Great Synagogue. ‘The famous piece 513 YPN, 
which is so picturesque in its harmonies snd which used to be so excellently 
sung by the late Simon Ascher and is always so well rendered by the Rev. 
A. Barnett and the Rev. A, L. Green, was set to a new melody, which 
though a fine one, in no way compensated for the thrilling and attractive 
beauty of the old composition. 


At Maiden Lano Synagogue the Rev, B. Spiers preached on Prayer, 
taking for his text a verse from 1 Samuel, chap 1. He took occasion to 
condemn the practice of persons missing the NMNY or early portion of the 
morning prayers and going to synagogue for the Additional Prayers after 
breakfast. But is not the fault attributable to the system and not to those 
who pursne it? We unhesitatingly condemn the absurd and irreverent 
practice of what is called a divided service—the plan pursued in the 
Central and Bayswater Synagogues, in which the most beautiful portions 
of the prayers are said to a congregation of a dozen minyan men and 
monrners; and where unless a man elects to fast till one o’clock on 


- Sabbath, he cannot possibly attend the whole service. At least the so-called 


Iteformers cf Berkeley Street are more consistent, for they do manage tv 
read on Sabbath morning the most beantiful portions of our glorious liturgy, 


though that pathetic portion known by the name of jeshidarachs is alas!

The Middlesboro Synagogue was crowded not only with the ordinary 
congregants, but also with visitcrs from neighbouring towns and with 
travellers.

MOVEMENTS IN THE PORTUGUESE CONGREGATION.—PARTIES IN 
THAT COMMUNITY.—PROGRESS OF THE SEPHARDIM,—SIR MOSES 
MONTEFIORE. 

As the century progressed, cordiality became more apparent 

in the relations between the ancient Sephardi Synagogue and the more 
modern Ashkenazi Congregations. The suspicious, doubtful manner in 
which German Jews had been regarded in Bevis Marks, had long given 
way to a more brotherly feeling. Family ties had multiplied between the 
Jews of Spanish or Portuguese, and the Jews of German or Polish descent. 
It was not however until 1825 that a German was allowed in the Portu- 
guese Synagogue to be called up to the Law or hold a mitzvah ; these pri- 
vileges until that period had been denied to‘the members of his community. 
In September, 1826, the ministers of the Bevis Marks Synagogue, on the 
invitation of Mr. A. Kisch, were permitted to attend the consecration of 
the new Westminster Synagogue in Denmark Court, and to take part in 
the celebration of the service. In 1834, whilst the New Synagogue in 
Leadenhall Street was undergoing repairs, the Shaare Ticva school-room 
was placed at the disposal of the members of that congregation for the 
purpose of reciting prayers daring the New Year Holidays, This simple 
act of courtesy did mach towards establishing warm relations between the 
two communities of Jews in England. 


After the death of Haham Meldola in 1828, the state of public feeling 
among Portuguese Jews on questions connected with public worship seems 
to have been of an unsatisfactory and unsettled nature: so much so, that on 
the 4th December, 1828, a Committee of Elders was appointed to enquire 
into the best means of raising altogether the tone of public services, infusing 
therein greater decorum and devotion. Mr. Moses Mocatta, the President 
of the Congregation, in his charge at the close of the Session of the Elders 
in the same year, adverted to the uneasy state of feeling obtaining among 
the members of the congregation, and deeply regretted that party senti- 
ment ran high in the community, and that an unfortunate opiniow had 
gained ground among the Yehidim, that men and not measures influenced 
votes, and that all proposals were accepted or rejected purely from party 
considerations. Mr. Moses: Mocatta in wise and conciliatory language 
deprecated that party spirit should predominate in so small a community. 
He lamented that gentlemen who considered themselves aggrieved should 
take the law in their own hands by curtailing their offerings. Finally, he 
concluded: by some excellent advice to his brethren, recommending them 
“to restore, by forgetting supposed injuries and disappointed results, that 
brotherly love and good understanding which until recently were ever 
implanted in our breasts.” 


We are unable to say what effect these pradent and well-intentioned 
words had on the community. The speaker little foresaw that years after- 
wards his own name would raise a whirlwind in the assembly over 
which he was then presiding. Human passions and failings reign alike in 
the council of a small sect and in the parliament of a great nation; and 
doubtlees by the.time the Greek Kalends shall have arrived we may expect 
perfect unanimity, concord and unselfishness in all assemblages of men. 

The report of the Committee for the Promotion of Religious Worship 
was delivered. That document contained a number of recommendations 
which were adopted by the Elders. It was resolved that the children of 
the “ Shaare Ticva” and Orphan Schools should be taught to chaunt; 
that the wardens themselves should attend synagogue as often as possible; 
that they should abstain from conversation, and give a good example to 
the congregation by not stirring from their seats until the end of the- 
service. Certain alterations in the mode of reading prayers were suggested, 
so as to saveStime, and the Mahamad was directed to take measures to 
abridge the length of the service, as far as practicable The importance of 
the study of the Hebrew language was strongly impressed on fathers of 
families. All proclamations in the synagogue were to be made in the 
English language. Moral and religious discourses were deemed essential 
to the welfare of the congregation ; an English sermon was to be delivered 
every Saturday afternoon, and its text was to be taken from Scripture. 
Every sermon before delivery was to be submitted to a committee of three 
Elders, who were to examine the MS. to see that nothing was contained 
therein opposed to Jewish doctrines or hostile to the institutions of the 
country. A committee was appointed at the same time to investigate the 
state of the Medrash (Theological College). This step in due course led 
to a thorough reform of that institution with the introduction of more 
stringent regulations as to its discipline. 


There were few persons capable of acting as preachers in those 
days either in the Portuguese or in the German community, a state of 
things strongly contrasting with what obtains now, when highly 
qualified gentlemen abound, and when the difficulty, in England at all 
events, is rather to find congregations for lecturers, than lecturers for con- 
yregations. The Rey, D, A. de Sola, one of the respected readers of the 
synagogue, was the first gentleman who offered himself, and he was 
accepted as public instructor. He preached for some years, giving great 
satistaction to his flock ; bat the practice of delivering sermons was subse - 


quently abandoned in this congregation, and was not resumed as a regular 
institution until more recent times. | 


_ As the union of the two branches of the Jewish race in England 
became closer, they joined together in various undertakings of common 
advantage. When London was visited in February 1832 by a new and 
mysterious disease, the cholera morbus, the principal Jewish synagogues 
took stringent measures to preserve their poor against the attacks of that 
pestilence. Visiting committees were established by the Bevis Marks 


Synagogue and by the three city German synagogves, which worked bar- 
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permission of the Wardens, 


moniously together. In the Portuguese Synagogue a sum of £500 was placed 
at the disposal of the Mahamad from the Legacy Fund ; subscriptions were 
raised, visiting committees were established, bedding, blankets, sheets 
and under garments were distributed to the poor; and such articles of 
personal apparel as had been pledged, were redeemed, and returned to their 
owners. The other synagogues displayed equal activity; and _ the 
Jews of London suffered much less from the visitation of the Asiatic 
pestilence than their Christian countrymen. 

The Portuguese congregation also bore its fair share of the expenses 
entailed upon the Jews by their prolonged straggles to obtain from the 
legislature of the country a recognition of their civil and political rights, 

At one time the Bevis Marks Synagogue was threatened with an 
invasion which filled its members with indescribable alarm. The shrill 
shrieks of steam engines and the thunder of railway trains might have 
startled the ears of worshippers in the Portnguese Synagogue had the 
Blackwall Railway Bill obtained the sanction of Parliament. It was pro- 
posed by the promoters of that Bill to take possession of the Almshouses, 
school premises, and readers’ residences in Heneage Lane, and to run 
their line a few feet below the surface of the ground and within five yards 
from the synagogue itself. A petition was prepared in opposition by the 
synegogue authorities, and it was presented to Parliament by Mr. Craw- 
ford, a City member. Fortunately, the Bill was defeated in the Legis- 
lature, and the Jews were not disturbed in their devotions by the piercing 
whistle of one of the most important instruments of modern civilization, 

On the death of King William the Fourth, in 1837, special funeral 
services were performed in all Jewish synagogues, which were draped in 
black. At Bevis Marks Mr. Abraham Alexander Lindo volunteered to 
preach a discourse. This gentleman in 1539 wrote a pamphlet entitled 
‘¢ A Word in Season,” and he expressed a desire to continue the subject. 
The Mahamad otserved to him that they had seen his publication, which 
had been issued without their sanction, and they cautioned him against 
repeating the offence, lest he fall under penalties. For free thought and a 
free press were not understood even in those days. No books touching on 
religion could be published by a member of the Synagogue without the 
Even the useful almanac compiled by the late 
Mr, E. H. Lindo was not allowed to mark the course of time and the 
return of Jewish festivals without repeated applications of the author to 
the custodians of Sephardi orthodoxy. | 

In that year (1839) the boys who had assisted the readers in chanting 
prayers were formed into a permanent choir, which was placed under the 
direction of Mr. Moss. At the same period was founded the Infant School: 
which affords education to female children of the poor ; and an outfit for the | 
girls-was provided by private subscriptions. 

The Portugoese community at this epoch, limited as.it was in mem- 
bers, was far from being homogeneous in its religious views, A party of 
gentlemen existed who appeared desirous of introducing important 
modifications ia Jewish religious observances; while another party 
insisted on the intact maintenance of the traditional practices of Judaism. 
The former party was composed of some of the descendants of ancient 
families long settled in this country ; whilst the latter, which was far more 
numerous, was to a great extent recruited from foreigners from the extreme 
south of Europe, or from the continents of Asia or Africa, The 
movement into which the first section of congregants entered, will 
be duly recorded in its proper place. At present we will only relate 
that a portion of the most orthodox members of the congregation formed 
themselves into a society styling themselves ‘“‘ Shomeré Meshmeret Hak- 
kodesh,” (Preservers of Sacred Institutions) with the object of 
upholding and preserving the Jewish faith as handed down, and of 
preventing innovation or alteration in any of its recognised forms, 
unless sanctioned by properly constituted religious anthorities. This 
association was not approved of by the moderate members of the 
community who endeavoured to hold a balance between the two extremes. 


- The authorities readily recognized that it would cause more harm than 


good to fan into a flame any unpleasant feeling that unhappily 
might have existed among different sections of the congregation. 
Such gentlemen as had taken part in it, were recommended to dissolve 
the society, and as this was not effected at once, the Wardens adopted 
more stringent measures, and gave forth a notice that members of the 
association of “‘ Preservers of Sacred Institutions” would not be eligible 
for any office in the congregation or as members of any committee so long 
as they remgined members of such society. This resolution was rescinded 
soon after on the solemn assurance of the individuals in question that the 
association was uo longer in existence. | 
In May 1839 the condition of affairs appears to have been far from 


satisfactory; for it was deemed advisable to elect another committee con- 


sisting of five elders and the wardens “to take into especial consideration 

the condition of the ecclesiastical department of the congregation and the 

state of the Beth Hamedrash, so as to better promote the religious instrac- 
tion and general welfare of the congregation.” Unfortunately these well- 

meaning efforts were quite unavailing to stem the running waters that had 

sprung up in the midst of the community. The conflicting ideas of different 

members of the oldest synagogue in London could not be reconciled, the 
most painful episode in modern Anglo-Jewish History occurred and brothers. 
were separated from brothers and friends from tiieir dearest friends. 

From the date of the unhappy schism within its bosom—the bitterness 
of which, thank Heaven, has long since died away—the Spanish and Por-— 
tuguese Jewish community has followed the even tenor of its peaceful 
career and material prosperity, which the secession of some of its Yehidim 
only temporarily diminished. The Sephardim, like the Ashkenazim, have 
worked hare in the cause of education and in the advancement of the wel- 
fare of the Jewish race at home and abroad. They bore their full part in 


§ the various movements for the promotion of the civil and political rights _ 
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the relief of their distressed coreligionists scattered throughout the globe 
Finally the Jews of Spanish and Portuguese descent possess an especial 
source of pride; for from their community has arisen the noblest figure in 
Israel, whose extended beneficence is catholic and wide-spread, who with a 
deep-rooted attachment to his own race, has devoted the greater part of a 
long life to the relief of suffering humanity, and whose goodness and charity 
are resplendent wherever the sun shines ; we mean the pre-eminent philan- 
thropist, Sir Moses Montefiore. 


Here we feel greatly tempted to descant on that wonderful combination 
of virtues which has produced a long series of almost heroic deeds of bene- 
voleace, and to linger on the beauties of a life unique among our cotempo- 
raries. We feel the more impelled to dilate upon the merits of such a man 
and such a Jew as Sir Moses Montefiore, as we encounter his name in the 
Jewsh history of the last halfcentury at every turn. Wherever charity extends 
its hands to help the poor, or philanthropy exerts its powers to benefit man- 
kind, or human tenderness hastens to the rescue of the oppressed and the 
persecuted : in all such situations we find the figure of Sir Moses Monte- 
fiote foremost in the canvass of cotemporary Jewish history. But forcible 
ressons deter us from the gratification of such a desire, Our powers in the 
fist place would utterly fail in rendering adequate justice to so great a 
subject; and not all that any writer could say, be he the lowliest or the 
highest in the land, could add to his fame or increase the glory of his 
yeputation. Other motives of a more private nature would prevent us 
‘rom following our inclinations, while our plan would scarcely admit of an 
extended discourse on one theme only, however lofty it might be. Finally, 
we confess, we much admire the rabbinical maxim which advises us never to 
praise & man in his presence, @ maxim which was wisely and practically 
adopted by the ancient Greeks in not erecting statues to their heroes in 
their life time. A statue to Sir Moses Montefiore is already raised in the 
hearts of all his kindred ured race throughout the world.

the readers, who seldom if ever are allowed or seek any vacation, have been 


rehearsing in private the services for the coming festal days and have been 
endeavoaring to give new musical turns and twists to the prayers and 
hymns; the choirs have been undergoing a rigid training; the organs— 
having 2o organ is now unfortunately the exception in an American 
synagogue of any namerical prominence—have been cleaned and the vow 
humana made as nearly as possible like the original, The voice of the 
Shofar has been sounding in the conservative shrines and reminding the 
faithful and the faithless of the approach ofthe great days. The clarionets 
which are the substitutes for the antiquated (7) ram’s horn, in at least two 
New York Temples, do not strike the required note until the holydays 
arrive, so the members of these favoured shrines must have other means of 
warning. | | 

It will be considered undoubtedly a strange circumstance in England 
that Judaism as manifested in and by public worship is almost a nonentity 
in New’ York during three months of the year, The synagogues are but 
thinly attended, rarely more a hundred persons even on the brightest and 
coolest Sabbaths venturing or caring to venture into the buildings and of this 
hundred not a fourth are members or seatholders. Jews of all classes save 
the poor hurry to the seaside, the mountains, the lakes, the springs, and 
forget Judaism with a readiness that can scarcely be credited. ‘The few 
Jewish boarding houses that may with some difficulty be found in the 
watering places,-are not patronized as liberally as they deserve and the 
indifference of the public induces some of the Jewish landlords to make the 
attractions of their houses even less marked than at first, so that people of 
refinement seem to refrain from being seen at their houses. Jews even of 
conservative tendencies and profession hesitate not to sojourn at public 
hotels and eat unstintingly of forbidden fare, ‘hey desecrate the Sabbath 
unblushingly. ‘The men smoke and ride and drive, the women dance and 
sew. Jews who are scrupulously exact in their observance of Sunday so 
that they may not offend their neighbour by loud talking, by playing piano or 
croquet, or by sewing in the hotel-parlours or in the piazza, yet with strange 
inconsistency insult their own brethren by glaring Sabbath violations, 
Divine Service under these circumstances is unheard of, and any proposition 
to establish a synagogue of even the most moderate pretensious meets with 
disfayour and even ridicule. The clergy and press with some exceptions 
havé also been lukewarm in the matter. The clergy seem more desirous 
as to the form of worship, whether it will be according to this or that 
prayer-book, than as to the fact of there being any worship at all. ; 

At Long Branch, the Brighton of America, the Jewish population 
this year exceeded 1,200 souls. ‘I'wenty wealthy Jews owned and occupied 
handsome villas, Several own large tracts of land and are liberal in their 
encouragement of any project which tends to the temporal improvement of 
the place. Two of the number generously offered a piece of ground 
-whereon to build a synagogue and subscribed a sum of monry as the 
nucleus of the building fand; but no one seconded their efforts. At 


Saratoga, the famous springs, the most fashiovable and brilliant summer | 


resort on the America continent, there are churches of every deuowination 
but Judaism. At Newport, there is indeed a synagogue provided by the 
muniticence of a Jew, Tour; but it is never opened except to curious 
Gentile visitors who regard it as a relic of the past. 7

y intoning the prayers in the parlour, numbers of thoughtless 
people gathered outside and passed certain small jokes at the expense of 
the worshippers, even going so far in their folly as to blow tobacco smoke 
in their faces—and these outsiders were Jows ! 

Several of us are considering the question of establishing Jewish hotels 
on @ decent scale at these “ watering places,"” There have been so many 
cases of late of intolerance practised or suggested by country Bonifaces, that 
the idea of opening exclusively Jewish houses is not so absurd as may at 
first sight appear. This is theoretically and generally practically a free 
country, and @ man’s colour or sect need not interfere with his political and 
civil advancement ; but a higher law than the Constitution seems to govern 
social life. There is no nobility, and yet in some respects the lines that 
separate classes are as broad and distinct as in England. What would 
Englishmen say ~proverbially given to asserting and defending their social 
rights—if a respectable citizen were refused admission in a hotel or board- 
ing honse simply because of his religion ? Theoretically the hotels are open 
to all, drunkards and bad characters excepted. The landlords know their 
liability to pay heavy damages if they boldly refuse to accommodate a decent 
man; and in recent cases that have come to my notice they display a cun- 
ning that is consistent with the traditions of their kind. They admit that 
they cannot refuse “taking in Jews,” but they try to explain how unplea- 
sant it will be for all parties, if the Jewish applicant be admitted, as his guests 
object to Jews ; and they so work on the sympathies of the gentleman who 
is seeking a comfortable country place for his family, that he generally 
walks away disgusted and tri-s more friendly doors. In the case of board- 
ing houses, which are not bound by the inn-keeping law and have strictly 
no legal liability to admit all applicauts, the landlord grows bolder and 
positively refuses to admit Jews ! 

This is indeed an unpleasant state of affairs. The offenders are few, 
yet conspicuous. In a pretty country place on the Hudson, where a liberal 
and respected New York Israelite owns and occupies the handsomest villa 
and grounds in the neighbourhood, at least three Bonifaces object to Jewish 
boarders, in some instances refusing families of intelligence, wealth and 
refinement. One of ovr rabbis was summarily told by one of the tribe: 
“ We don’t want you people here.” The matter has been neatly satirized 
in a story in the Jewish Messenger entitled ‘ Abijah Selmer’s Hotel.” 

The departure of Rev. Dr. Vidaver, while welcomed by the Californians, 
who will now be enabled to ¢njoy the ministrations of an eloquent and 
impassioned speaker which have been sadly needed in their State, is much 
regretted by New Yorkers, especially the members of the B’nai Jeshucun 
congregation.

A PLEA FOR THE AFFLICTED. 


Aw appeal has been issued by the Visitation Committee of the Council of 
the United Synagogue in aid of a Relief Fund in connection with the work 
of the Committee. It seems that the Visitors are constantly brought into 
contact with cases in which material aid is needed for the inmates of the 
yarious establishments wien they leave their shelter, We cannot enforce 
the pathetic language in which the Appeal is couched, but we will briefly say 
this: First as regards discharged lunatics, timely sid is certainly needful to 
help the bread-winner with enfeebl«d mind to cope with the world from 
which he has been exc uded. Discharged hospital p:ti ns in like manner 
require assistance, not only during a tedio s convalescence, but to enable 
them to recover their industrial position. It is quite true, as the circular 
gets forth, that those who have come into contact with the industrious 
poor must have observed that the first lapse into pauperism almost invaria- 
bly dates from a period of illness. This is unfortunately 
trae. With regard to the case of discharged prisoners, we 


feel the difficulty; and we sympathize with the Visiting Committee 
of the Council in endeavouring to grapple with it. Not 
only has the prisoner lost his material means of obtaining 


a livelihood, but he has also lost his reputation—a factor as powerful as 
~ money in the battle of the world. The circular states that these unfurtu- 
nates, hampered by police supervision and by suspicion, too frequently 


relapse into crime. Gop help them! Gop help us! What might the best — 


of us be if we had not the advantages of a favourable social position, a 
judicious home training, acultivated mind?

It will be useful to compare the account given of Moldavia by the corres- 
pond. nt of the Daly Telegraph with the more matter-of-fact details of the 
official Report on the province by Vice-Consul Sr. Jony. The Report, 
which has been printed as a Varliamentary Paper, nominally concerns 
Ja-sy, but relates in reality to the whole of the country which has become 
unfortunately interesting to Israelites. No country, according to Mr. 
r. down, is less known than this, and it is only within a few years that 
inhabitants have ceased to be, in babits and customs, an Asiatic people. 
hey claim to be the descendants of a colony of Romans settled here 
by the [’mperor Trajan, and hence the name “ Roumania” is now universally 
adopted by the natives as the title of a political entity which by the Great 
Powers was designated “the United Principalities of the Danube.” The 


language gives some foundation for the belief in their Roman descent. Apa 
means water, a8 aqua does in Latin; pane is bread, like panis in Latin; 


_lemno, “wood,” appears a corrupt form of lignum; lapte, “ milk,” is like. 
luc, lactis; the conjugatiens of the verbs correspond to the four conjugations 


in Latio. ‘ 
Here we must pause to remark that the resemblance between the 


language of Moldo- Wallachia and Latin can easily be made to prove too 
much, The descent of languages and the descent of men are two very dif- 
ferent things. ‘The instances actually quoted by Mr. Sr. Joun are not in 
themselves convincing ; for just ss apa is Wallachian for water, so ap is 
the Sanskrit for it, Pitri is in Sanskrit “ father” like pater; agni is 
« fire” like ignis; ndman is “ name” like nomen; and the declensions of 
nouns in Sanskrit are very like the declensionsin Latin, Yet nobody says 
that the people who spoke Sanskrit were descended from the legions of 
Trajan, The fact is, resemblances in language mean in different cases 
different things and muet be interpreted by the light of history. There 
were, we believe, military colonies in Dacia; but the legionaries who com- 
posed them were not necessarily recruited in Italy atall. They might have 
been wholly Gauls or Germans, Certainly they were not Romans. Romans 
had ceased to form the staple of the Roman army before the time of 
Trajan. I: is true the Wallachian tongue is usually said to be one of the 
Romance languages, which means that it, the language, is descended from 
the dialect of some part of Italy. So is the French and so is the Spanish 
tongue. There is another analogy. The negro citizens of San Domingo 
speak, we believe, a form of French, Who ever said that they were the 
descendants of Lovis Quarorze? The Moldavians call themselves “ sons 
of Trajan,” but they have always seemed to us precisely like their Slavonic 
neighbours in Servia, Transylvania and Soathern Russia. There may be 
a strong Italian element in their language. There is nothing Roman in 
their manners. 7 

From time immemorial this country was the battle-field of nations, til| 
in the sixteenth century it submitted to the Turks. From that time the 
land was governed by Hespodars appointed by the Sutran, who were 
always foreigners and generally Greeks. Their sufferings at the hands of 
foreigners, the Moldavians appear now determined to avenge on those who 
least deserve it. They are like Egyptians, mindfal of the rule of the shep - 
herd-kings. 

Forty years ago a native boyard or nobleman was created Hospodar, 
From this time dates the new era. During the last few years national 
schools and gymnasia for the higher branches of instruction have been 
founded in every town. They are conducted entirely after the French 
model. Before this time the children of the higher classes were either 
educated in France or by Frenchmen in Roumania. In fact, nowhere has 
the leadership claimed by France over all the “ Latin peoples’ been more 


willingly submitted to than in Roumania, At Jassy there is a prefect, a 


commissioner of police, and a mayor assisted by acorporation. There is a 
tribunal of first instance in the principal town of every district ; courts of 
appeal at Jassy and Fokshani; and a Court of Cassation at Bucharest. The 
whole is adapted, with the precision of an English dramatist, from the 
Free. 

Till within twenty years ago gypsies were slaves in the houses of the 
nobility ; the peasants were forced to work gratuitously in the fields of their 
lords during a certain number of days every year. No peasant could stir 
from the soil on which he was born. Slavery and the corvée are now 


abolished, and proprietors have been compensated by a charge upon the 


public revenues, The country now is tilled by peasant proprietors, who raise 


its principal exports—maize, wheat and other cereals. It also exports hides, | 


bristles and salt. ‘The larger proprietors find the greatest difficulty in pro- 
curing hands to till their fields. There are practically no manufactures, — 
The common beverage is wine which is produced in immense quantities : 
but by reason of the want of care and skill in preparing it, very littie, if 
any, is exported. The recent law imposing an enormous tax on every one 
tailing alooholie drinks of any kind had, according to Mr. Sr. Jouy, for

towns containing upwards of 10,000 inhabitants, a tax of 500 francs per | 


: annui is now imposed on keepers of refreshment-houses; in those above 


50,000, 250 francs ; and in villages and hamlets 125 francs. In addition, 
a tax of 1,500 francs per annum is imposed on all persons engaged in the 
wholesale liquor trade, There were a vest number of small houses kept 
almost exclusively by Jews which have all been swept away. 

The result of the new law shows that the “avowed object” of 
reducing the number of public houses has been attained at the expense of 
the poorer Jews. The consumption of liquor has not been checked. 

The hills surrounding Jassy are covered with vineyards, The new 
regulations reduced the number of wholesale purchasers of wine, The 
proprietors of the vineyards possessing no cellars and being unprovided 
with barrels were compelled to sell off their wines at a ruinously low price, 
The publicans, therefore, notwithstanding the heavy tax now imposed 
having bought their wines cheap, in some instances at the rate of one 
penny per bottle, can afford to retail it at a lower price than any which has 
ruled for twenty years. More wine has thus been consumed than ever, 
The privileged few who remained in the liquor-trade grew rich. The 
agricultural class who grow vines were great sufferers, and their loss was 
intensified by their being also compelled to leave off growing tobacco. The 
monopoly of tobacco has been handed over to a foreign company, and the 
raising of the’plant in the country has been almost entirely stopped. Thus 
the Jewe and the farmers are half-ruined. The Roumanian continues, as 
his nature is, to drink and smoke. — 

There is scarcely any middle-class among the svi-disant descendants 
of Trajan. ‘The upper class have only one profession, the law. The lowest 
class have only two occupations, service and agriculture. All other 
professions, trades, and commercial pursuits are almost entirely mono- 
polized by Jews and a few foreigners. 

The obstacle to the development of the country is the want of capital. 
The use of manure would easily double the produce of the soil. But the 
land is already incumbered, and proprietors who wish io raise loans upon 
it have to pay eighteen per cent. Money on first-rate security is with 
difficulty obtained at twelve per cent. The richness of the soil, togethe 
with the vast forests and abnndant minerals of every description to be 
found in the Carpathian mountains have already engagéd the attention of 
foreign speculators, and several schemes have been projected to 
purchase extensive estates by means of companies. It is almost - 
guperfiuous for us to observe that the capital which fertilizes 
countries comes not by sudden inundations through limited companies, but 
by the accumulated action of little springs of wealth all over the country, 
Of 90,000 people in Jassy, 55,000 are reported by Mr. St. Jouw to be 
Jews, Large numbers of the same race dwellin the country districts. 
They appear to be fully endowed with the skill and energy in acquiring and 
using capital which their brethren have elsewhere shown, as the Pheenicians 
did in olden times. The advantages of the possession of capital are not 
confined to the owner. If he uses it to make a railway he benefits the 
whole locality. If he employs it in stocking a shop, he gives employment 
to labour in producing and retailing what he sells, while he benefits the 
consumer by offering in a convenient way what is wanted, Moldavia has 
in her midst men in whom the capacity of dealing with capital amounts to 
genius. Instead of fostering them, she disqualifies them from the exercisg 
of their beneficial activity, loads them with pains and penalties, cruelly 
misnses them, and, unconsciously at the same time, heavily fines herself. 
We do not expect very far-sighted statesmanship from the ministers and 
people of our princely visitor, Cuaries the Domyu of Roumania. Never- 
theless we think that somebody ought to be able to teach his councillors 
how extremely well it would pay to behave decently to the Jews. I,

He was the nepbew of the Emperor Hadrian, The name of bis wealthy

Semitic Legends, a paper read before the Literary and Philosophical Society 
of Liverpoo!, by Baron L. Benas. 

Mr. Benas has more than once contributed to literature and manifested 
his sympathy with the intellectual tendency of the time. He chimes in 
with a distinct movement of investigation by bis recent paper on Semitic 
Legends, His main object is apparently the vindication or championship 
of Hekraism over Hellenism, He complains strongly of the disregard 
shewn to Semitic culture or rather to the culture springing from Semitic 
sources. He illustrates his argument by some well-known and extremely 
well rendered legends familiar to the readers of the Medrash, which 
Mr. Benas has endeavoured to familiarize for non-Talmudical readers, 


STUPIDITY REBUKED.

Ix the course of a judicial enquiry at Liverpool on Tuesday one of 
the witnesses examined was a Jew (Mr. Ssmuel Lipscombe), The 
Liverpool Mercury says in its report that upon Mr, Lispeombe placing his hat 
upon his head to be sworn according to Jewish custom “ a titter ran through 
the crowd, and Police-constable No, 858 snatched the hat from the head 
of the witness, and was walking away with it, when Mr. Reffles interfered. 
and said, with mtich indignation: Policeman, whatare you doing ? I never | 
knew such a thing. What do you interfere with the witness for? Don’t 
you know that Jews are always sworn with their hats upon their heads, 
To go and act as you have dose, and a parcel of simpletons to laugh atit: 
such conduct is insulting aman for his religious belief. I am not surprised 
that this policeman went up with his bands bebind his back.” 

In reference to the above incident the Liverpool Mercury makes the 


following remarks :— } 
. "Ihere was a display of either very gross stupidity or lamentable intolerance 
at the police court yesterday. One of the witnesses in the Tithebarn--street 
murder case is a Hebrew. On stepping into the witness box he placed his hat 
upon his head, to be sworn in the Jewish fashion. ‘lhe court was crowded with 
spectators, and on seeing the Hebrew cover his head for the purpose of having 
the oath administered according to the requirements of his faith, several of those 
present indniged in a laugh at hisexpense. The climax to this scene was the 
stupid act of a policeman, who rushed up to the witness and snatched his hat 
The oflicer pro- 
bably kuew nothing of the Jewish custom of taking an oath with the head 
covered and no doubt thought that the witness was guilty of contempt of court, . 
The learned stipendiary is well known for fair-mindedness towards all sects. 
and he was naturally angry at the indignity that had been caused to the Hebrew 
in his presence. He sternly rebuked the officer for his illtimed zeal, and the 
“ parcel of simpletons ” in conrt who laughed at the policeman’s acf, remarking 
that such conduct, although it might be unintentional, was ‘an insult to the’. 
man’s religion. © We had hoped that the prejudice against the Jews had gone 
with the bad old intolerant times when the race suffered under civil and religious 
disabilities. In Liverpool the members of the Hebrew persuasion are a numerous 
and generally respected body. They in common with other citizens, have a 
right to the free exercise of their religious opinions; and, of all. places, care 
should be specially taken that they are not insulted in a court of juszice for any 
peculiarity in connection with their faith. 7

A resolution was unavimously adopted to the effect that the meeting fully 
recognized the urgent necessity for a perma ent house of worship in the neigh- 
bourhoud of the present temporary synagogue at’ Dalston; and the meeting 
therefore pledged itself to use every possible endeavour towards the establishment 
of a permanent edifice dedivated to the God of Israel. | 

It was also decided to continue to carry on the synagogue at Colveston 
House, for the period of one year. 

The duties of the committee having expired with the establishment of a 
synagogue, that body resigned after receiving the thanks of the meeting, and the 
following new committee was appointed: Messrs. Elias Cohen (President), I. 
Isaacson (Vice-President), 1. Vandenbergh (Treasurer), A. M. Marks, Leman 
Levy, 8. Goldman, A. Rosenberg, 8. Trenner, M. Cohen, Rev. M. H. Myers and 
M. Dupare (Hon, Sec.) _ Messrs. Isaacson and Goldman were appointed trustees. 

It speaks volumes for the liberality and religious sentiments of our Dalston 
coreligionists, that although the meeting was but thinly attended, the contribu 
tions for the ensuing year promised by those present more than cover the esti- 
mated expenditure for the year. No member will be required to make any 
offerings on being called to the Law. 

Messrs. §. Goldman and J. Nelken were respectively appointed n’n and 3'n 
for the coming Simchath Torah at this synagogue, where a few seats only still 


remain unlet. 
The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the chair.
